egg show at Purdue University, ac­ 
cording to recent announcements of 
the poultry department at the L a fa y ­

ing and instructive ever promoted. 
Prim arily the >h<>w i:* one of the 
links in the "better egg campaign” 
chain that ha s been in operation fo r 
the la>t lwo years. 
It is the only in ­ 
clusive egg show held in the United 
States, and the honor of being a pio­ 
neer in the egg-exhibit field falls to 
the Purdue, School of 
Agriculture. 
The affair i> managed by the first- 
year students in poultry husbandry, 
and these have elected a corps of 
officers to control further arrange­ 
ments, with IL H. Rathbun as presi­ 
dent and R. H. Silverthorn a* secre­ 
tary. 
There will be two clause- for ex­ 
hibitor*. one for farmers and poulfcry- 
men and one for the students, the ex­ 
hibits to be *o arranged that the stu­ 
dent- will not compete against the 
outsiders, thereby adding interest to 
the contest and giving promise o f 
some keen competition. 
“ There were 150 entries in the egg 
show nst year,” said Prof. Philips to­ 
day, “ and the effects o f the exhibit 
were in evidence in the poultry ad­ 
vancement work of the department in 
all parts o f the state. 
The farmers 
are realizing that in the production of 
good quality of fowls they will secure 


good eggs, and good egg* mean the 
continuation 
of a 
flock of 
strong 
vitality.” 
The score card to he used in judg­ 
ing will rank the exhibits according 
to their size, shape, shell, texture, 
condition and uniformity, no attempt 
whatever being made to determine the 
interior 
qualities 
of the 
egg. The 
judge of the exhibit is to be a well- 
known Indiana poultry expert, whose 
name has not vet been announced, but 
who has acknowledged his willingness 
to aid in the progressive movement 
for better eggs.Contestants are urged 
to 
correspond 
with either 
Prof. 
Philips or the officers o f the egg show 
association, without delay, and a r ­ 
range to secure further details re­ 
garding the May exhibit.

MISSOURI COURT’S 
JUDGMENT UPHELD 


Record For Ten Years. 


The first State survey of tubercu­ 
losis conditions in Indiana, and the 


first in the United States, lias been 
initiated by the Indiana State board 
of health, under the personal super­ 
vision o f Dr. W. F. King, assistant 
secretary of the board. 
That it will 
Ed result in a great service to the citi­ 
zens of the State along hygienic lines 
is presaged by the complete manner 
in which it is intended to complete 
the survey. 
Figures compiled especially for the 
work by the attaches of the State 
board, are taken from the records of 
Indiana counties on the tuberculosis 
question fo r tlie last ten years, and 
the summary, while not completely 
analyzed, shows astounding results, 
the chief one being th at the disease 
reached its highest point in death 
rate in the year 1904, and steadily 


decreased its annual harvest of lives 
in the State from that y ear to the 
close of 1911. 
The 1904 average rate for the en­ 
tire state was 195.4.

Oil Trust Given a Black Eye 


By High Court. 


Washington, April 2.—Judgment of 
the supreme court of Missouri, ousting 
the Standard Oil company and the Re­ 
public Oil company from exercising 
their corporate functions and fran­ 
chises in that state and imposing on 
each a fine of $50.000, has been upheld 
by the supreme court. 
At the same 
time the Waters-Fierce Oil company 
was fined $50,000. The court holds the 
Missouri supreme court had jurisdic­ 
tion. 
The case just decided wras the big­ 
gest trust-busting attempt thus far un­ 
dertaken by the state of Missouri un­ 
der its anti-trust laws. 
It began on 
March 29. 1905, with the filing of a 
suit by the then Attorney General H. 
S Hadley, now governor of Missouri, 
alleging conspiracy among the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company of Indiana, the Re­ 
public Oil company and the Waters- 
Pleroe Oil company, to suppress all 
competition within the state. 
It was 
declared that these three companies 
had succeeded by improper competi­ 
tive methods in destroying independ­ 
ent concerns and had an absolute mo­ 
nopoly of the oil business in the state. 
The bill of complaint asked for for­ 
feiture of the charters of these eor- 
poratiuns. ousting them from the state 
. J :» the eafte of the Waters-Fierce 
company—a Missouri corporation—its 
AiecutO'tioTt.
